| HOME STORAGE OF EGGS 


If you have any extra eggs, 
store them for home use. The 


following methods have proven 
satisfactory: 
WATER GLASS METHOD— 


Storing eggs at home in a solution 
of water glass (soluble sodium 
silicate) seems to be the most suc- 
cessful method yet devised, This 
method of home preservation of 
eggs was used as long ago as 
1857. The proaess by which pres- 
ervation is secured is essentially 
one of formation of a gelatinous 
film over the shell of the egg, Ap- 
parently the albuminous constitu- 
ents and the calcium compounds 
of the shell act to reduce the sta- 
bility of the silicia, and thus aid 
in the formation of the gel. 

During the spring and summer 
when egps are abundant and the 
price low, they may be pre- 
served for winter use. Fresh eggs 
properly preserved may be kept in 
a water glass solution from 6 to 
12 months. Eges produced dur- 
ing February, March, April and 
May usually keep better than 
those laid later in the season, On- 
ly fresh eggs with sound, strong 
shells should, be used. Eggs which 
are soiled, cracked or even slight- 
ly checked should not be used. 
The eggs should be candled to see 
that there are no blood spots be- 
fore they are placed in the solu- 
tion, 

For 14 or 15 dozen standard 
side eggs use 1 quart of water 
glass to 9 quarts of water (if hard 
water, boil and allow to cool be- 
fore using.) Use an ordinary 5- 
gallon crock or a galvanized can 
which has been thoroughly clean- 
ed and scalded. Add the water 
glass and stir the mixture thor- 
oughly. Place the eggs in the wa- 
ter glass solution from day to day 
as they are gathered. , Keep the 
container holding the eggs in a 
cool, dry place and be sure that 
the eggs are at least one inch 
below the top of the solution. The 
container should be tightly cover- 
ed to prevent evaporation. 

LIME SOLUTION METHOD— 
Eggs may also be preserved in 
lime water obtained by slacking 
2 pounds of lime in water and 
mixing the clear solution with 5 
gallons of boiled water or by us- 
ing 2.6 pounds of hydrated lime 
in 5 gallons of water—stir thor- 
oughly—allow to settle and use 
only the clear liquid. Only glass 
or crockery should be used with 
lime water solution, 

When either method is used, 
the eggs should be removed from 
the solution only as needed for 
immediate use and should be wash- 
ed to remove the coating which 
covers the shell. 

When eggs preserved in water 
glass are to be boiled, a small hole 
should be made in the shell with 
a pin at the large end to allow 
the air in the egg to escape, thus 
preventing the cracking of the 
shell,

JIM FOLSOM GETS. LARGEST 
VOTE ANY CANDITATE FOR 
GOVERNOR EVER RECEIVED 

James Ei. Folsom’s vote on June 
4 was the biggest ever received by 
a candidate for Governoy in the 
history of Alabama. Although the 
official vote will not be declared 
until the State Committee meets 
today (Thursday), State Chair- 
man Gessner ‘Tl. McCorvey has 
made a complete tabulation which 
shows 205,168 votes for Folsom 
to 144,126 for Lt. Gov. Handy E)- 
lis. Folsom carried 47 of the 
state’s 67 counties 

The previous record was estab- 
lished by W. W. Brandon in 1922, 
when he polled 168,217 votes to 
44,151 for Bibb Graves. Although 
the total vote in succeeding elec- 
tions has been much greater than 
in 1922, the Brandon-Graves race 
was so one-sided that up to now 
no candidate had ever received as 
many votes for Governor as Bran- 
don did. He carried 66 of the 67 
counties, and still holds the record 
in that respect and also in size of 
his majority over his opponent. 

Folsom’s election upheld two 
well-established traditions. First, 
the practice of electing a man who 
has been beaten once and tries 
again. Second, that in Alabama 
the office of Lieutenant Governor, 


jinstead of being a stepping-stone 


to the Governor’s chair, is actually 
a “jinx” to the man who holds it 
if he aspires to go higher, 

For the past quarter of a cen- 
tury every Governor but one has 
been beaten in his first try for the 
office. The tradition started in 
1922, when Brandon, defeated in 
1918 by Thomas E. Kilby, ran a 
second time and won, Graves de- 
feated by Brandon, was elected on 
his second attempt in 1926, B. M. 
Miller was elected in 1930 in his 
first race for Governor, although 
he had been defeated for a place 
on the Supreme Court four years 
before. Graves was elected a sec- 
ond time in 1984, defeating Frank 
Dixon, who came back to win in 
1938. Chauncey Sparks, runner- 
up to Dixon, tried again in 1942 
and won, with Folsom second man 
in the race, 

Mr. Ellis was the third Lieuten- 
ant Governor to run for Governor 
in the last 20 years, and the third 
to be defeated. The other two 
were Charles §. MeDowell in 1926 
and W. C, Dayis in 1980. In all 
three races the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor looked like a winner at the 
start, but weakened in the home 
stretch, 

That Alabama _ voters like a 
good loser was indicated in the re- 
cent race for Lieutenant Governor 
as well as for Governor. J, C. In- 
zer, nominated for Lieutenant 
Governor in a close race with Reu- 
ben L. Newton, was running’ his 
second time for the office, having 
been defeated in his first bid in 
1942,

New Treatment of Grain 


May Eliminate Spoilage 

COLLEGE STATION, TEXAS.—A 
chemical treatment of stored cereal 
grains and cottonseed to eliminate 
costly spoilage may soon become a 
common practice, Dr. Aaron M. Alt- 
schul declared at a section meeting 
| of the American Chemical society. 

This advance, he said, is indicated 
by recent developments in the 
study of plant hormones. 

Dr. Atlschul is a biochemist in 
the New Orleans research laboratory 
of the agriculture department, 
where intensive study Is being giv- 
en to methods of preventing de- 
terioration of seeds during storage. 

It is an important problem be- 
cause considerable spoilage takes 
place between harvesting and con- 
sumption, particularly in climates 
of relatively high temperature and 
humidity. Seeds deteriorate also 
when harvested under improper cli- 
matic conditions. 

Although many factors influence 
biochemical activity in seeds, he 
said, moisture {s by far the most 
important because it affects seed 
respiration and the resultant pro- 
duction of heat. 

Attempts to define safe moisture 
limits for seed storage have failed 
because conditions of growth, ma- 
turity and harvest also affect the 
subsequent behavior of seeds. 


Fishing Catch of 1945 


Valued at 230 Million 


WASHINGTON. — Commercial 
fishermen received about 230 mil- 
lion dollars for their 1945 catch, the 
fish and wildlife service reported. 
This topped by 23 million dollars the 
previous high set in 1944. 

The 1945 production of fish and 
shellfish approximated 4.4 billion 
pounds, a decline of less than 1 per 
cent from the preceding year. 

Production on the Atlantic and 
Gulf coasts and in the Great Lakes 
and Mississippi river totaled 2,546 
million pounds compared with 2,333 
million pounds in 1944. 


British Supply Trucks 


Are Looted in Germany 
BRUNSWICK, GERMANY, — Bri- 
ish headquarters ordered all Brit- 
ish traffic to Berlin limited to day- 
light hours following reports that 
supply trucks en route to the capital 
were being halted and looted. 
British border patrols said that 
while some trucks were stopped and 
robbed of their loads, highwaymen 
usually set upon vehicles which had 
been forced to stop along the Auto- 
bahn at night.

14; 28-33). He must expect the same 
treatment as Christ (II Tim. 3:12) 
and be willing to take it gladly 
(John 15:20; I Pet. 2:21). 

We ought to make this plain to 
professed believers, Tell young 
people the truth and you will see 
that they are ready to respond to 
it. They are willing to give them- 
selves sacrificially for causes of this 
earth—why not for Christ? 

Christianity is considerate and 
courteous, and our Lord is not here 
suggesting any neglect of the duties 
or amenities of life. The point is 
rather that the Lord must have first 
place whatever else may call for 
second thought. 

IV, Prayer of Faith (Luke 11:1-4). 

The one who is to follow Jesus 
must know how to pray—and to 
pray in faith. He must know how 
to hold up the world to God, and 
get things from God for this needy 
world, 

There is no one who can teach 
us to pray better than Jesus, for 
he practiced what he preached. He 
prayed. It was seeing him pray 
that led the disciples to ask him 
to teach them to pray, Jesus taught 
his disciples a model prayer. This 
prayer opens with a recognition of 
God as Father, followed by a rev- 
erent petition that his name may 
be hallowed; that is, that he may 
have glory as his will is done and 
his kingdom established in the 
hearts of men. Those who have 
that attitude are ready to ask for 
the supply of daily needs, and above 
all, forgiveness of sin and deliy- 
erance from temptation, 

Note that verse 4 is not the prayer 
of the unsaved for forgiveness and 
regeneration, for that is all of grace 
(Eph. 2:8). “The man outside (of 
the kingdom) gets his forgiveness 
with no condition; but once he is 
in the kingdom of the Son of God's 
love, he lives within the laws of that 
kingdom. Then he does not get 
forgiveness unless he is ready to 
forgive, unless he has forgiven" 
(Morgan). 

V. Recognition of Christ (Luke 17: 
20, 21). 

The disciples thought of the 
kingdom in terms of ‘‘when’’; they 
should have asked ‘“‘what,’’ or even 
better ‘‘who,”’ for the kingdom was 
present and operative right then be- 
cause the King was there. 

That is the true meaning of ‘‘with- 
in’ (v. 21), which really means “in 
your midst.’’ It does not mean that 
the kingdom of God was within the 
hearts of the Pharisees, or within 
the ‘social order, but that in the 
person of the King, the kingdom it- 
self was in their midst, They re- 
jected him, and so also his kingdom. 
What about us? Is he your King? 
Or do you also reject him?

Level of Caspian Sea 


Changes in Centuries 


The Caspian, points out the Na- 
tional Geographic society, has long 
been a kind of Alice-in-Wonderland 
lake, growing smaller or larger un- 
der changing conditions. On the 
whole, in spite of striking and 
irregular variations, the level has 
sharply declined. In prehistoric 
times the sea had an elevation of 
150 feet above the level of the 
oceans, compared with its present 
surface of 85 feet below that level. 
Between the 14th and 20th centuries, 
the drop amounted to roughly 87 
feet. 

Lacking an outlet, the Caspian is 
actually a lake rather than a sea, 
Lying in the deepest section of the 
great depression south and south- 
west of the Urals, it is more than 
700 miles long. Its kidney-shaped 
outlines on the map resemble those 
of its slightly smaller neighbor, the 
Black sea, although the latter 
stretches east and west instead of 
north and south, 

The Caspian sea Is tne largest of 
all inland waters, Covering nearly 
170,000 square miles, its area 
greatly exceeds that of the com- 
bined surfaces of the Great Lakes. 
Once, some authorities say, it was 
part of a vast Asiatic sea linked 
with the Arctic ocean, a belief sup- 
ported by the presence of seals in 
its waters,

SWIFT GETS BANKHEAD'S 
POST; MEADOWS NAMED 
SUPT, OF EDUCATION 

Voters of Alabama will go to 
the polls again to choose a 
United States to fill va- 
cancy created by death of Senator 
John H, Bankhead, and a State 
Superintendent of  Hdueation, 
Meanwhile, Gov. Sparks has ap- 
pointed Highway Director G. BR, 
Swift to the Senate, under a tem 
to hold until 
a new Senator is elected, and Dy, 
A. Rh. Mendows, director of the ed- 
ucation department’ division o1 
administration and finance, as Su 
perintendent of ldueation for the 
unexpired term of Dr, BE B. Nor 
ton, 

Where a Senate vacaney oceurs, 
the law requires the Governor to 
cull an election to fill it, and gives 
him authority to make a tempo- 
rary appointment pending holding: 
of the eleetion, Goy. Sparks has 
called an cleetion for Nov. 5, the 
same date as the regular general 
election, In one-party Alabama, 
a state-wide general election is in 
the nature of a formality, and the 
real fight for Senator Bankhead’s 
seat will come in a special Demo- 
cratic primary to be held in ad- 
vance of the general election, The 
State Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee has been called to meet on 
June 22 to fix the primary date. 
When a new Senator is elected, he 
will take office at once, immedi- 
ately after the November election, 
Mr. Swift, former State legislator 
and prominent Atmore business 
man, will serve only until the No- 
vember clection, and will not be a 
candidate in the coming election, 
leaving the field open, with a flock 
of candidates reported poised to 
make the race. The Senator to be 
chosen in the coming election will 
serve Bankhead’s unexpired term 
which runs to January, 1949, 

At the special election voters 
will also name a Superintendent 
of Education for a four-year term 
beginning in January, as result of 
death of Dr. H. C. Pannell, of 
Tusealoosa, Dr, Pannell was nom- 
inated for the place in the May 
primary, but died after the pri- 
mary. Meanwhile, Dr. EF. B. Nor- 
ton has resigend as State Superin- 
tendent of Education to take a job 
in Washington, effective June 15, 
and Dr. Meeadows has been ap- 
pointed for his unexpired term. 

Gov. Sparks announced that he 
would appoint Ed N. Rogers, 
Swift’s assistant, to succeed him 
as Highway Director.
